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WAmifOTOli, Not. 86.— Chalnnan 
Wilson ha* iMfwd the following sUte- 

ment in regard to the new taritf bill: 

"The Demooratio luombers of the 
OOmmittee on wayt and means have 
felt M none othen could feel the mo- 
flMntaoQH reeponiibilfty resting npon 
them, and the magnitude difficnlty and 
delicacy of the duty assigned them 
of framing the tariff hUl foc ft. aatloil 
of 70,000,000 people. 

"The bill they were calleil on to re- 
form is a vast and liib) rinthian system 
of class taxation, ilic cMihuination of 
80 years control of the taxing power by 
a lew great interests, gathering into 
their train a host of petty toll gather- 
ing. It was carefully framed to pre- 
vent, as long as possible, what its au- 
thor called "any monkeying with the 
tariff," by which he meant any success- 
ful effort of tho people to undo or to 
lessen the bounticH which its bene- 
CciarieH were permittfd to write there- 
in in their own words of their own 
figure. 

"It transferred to tho free list proper 
and fruitful revenue articles where 
most of the taxes paid by the people 
w#re received by their movement and 
greatly increased rates of these articles 
where all or most of the taxes paid by 
thepeople went into private coffers. 
And it was bolstcreil n|. by miiny de- 
fenses, chief among which are a swept 
and garnished treasury, and a swollen 
and colossal scale of permanent ex- 
penditures; such are the conditions that 
confronted us at the threshold of our 

work. , , . 

"The committee have welcomed m- 
formation and counsel from every 
trustworthy source, and while they <lo 
not exact their bill to escape just criti- 
cism in all of its .l. tails, they do pre- 
■ent to the country as the result of 
months of patient, anxious toil and of 
an honest desire to discharge their 
duty, purged tA all taint of local and 
personiil favoriti>m or prejudica. 

•'Its mam fi aturcs are two: 

"First- 'ihf Hiiui'tion wherever' it 
seems praciiraMc of ad valorem instead 
of Bpecilic ilutu s. 

••Secondly, the freeing from taxes of 
those great' materials "f industry that 
lie at tho basis of protiiction. 

"Specific rates of duly are iibjectlon- 
able for these reasons. They frequent- 
ly conceal a rate of taxation too enor- 
mous to be submitted to if exposed in 
ad valorem terms, as the duty of H 
centB a U>o iK)unds on salt in bulk, 
which amounts to over per cent, on 
a common necessary of life. They al- 
ways l)ear heavily on the common ar- 
ticle used by the masses and lightly on 
the expensive article consumed by the 
rich, as a tax of J30 on all houses 
would be little or nothing on the great 
mansion, and very high on the humble 
home. And contrary to common be- 
lief, specilic dutu'8 lead to greater 
frauds in administration, tor countmg 
anfl weighing at the customhouse are 
done by the cheapest and most easily 
corrupted labor, while ad valorem 
rates are HSROSsed by the best paid and 
most respoiiHihie appraisers. 

"The ad valorem system has worked 
well in practice, is essentially the fair 
Bystcm because it is a tax npon the 
actual value of an article, and was de- 
clared by Mr. Clay himself to be in 
theory and according to every sound 
principle of justice entitled to ue pref- 
erence and vindicated by long trial. 

"The boldest innovation ot the bill iis 
its large free list of raw materials. 
Taxes upon productions are double 
wrongs. They gather and cumulate on 
the coiisumers of finished product. 
Tliev hurt labor by harrowing me mar- 
ket for wlij-t it produces. Coal and iron 
are the foundations of modern indus- 
try. Material progress is measured by 
the amount of their consumption. No 
other country can supply them as 
abundantly or cheaply as we oan. No 
jKissible competition can interfere with 
our pnxiucers a few miles in the in- 
terior of the country. Remoteness 
from the sources of supply is in itself 
enough disadvantage to anv section of 
the country without farther burdens 
in tariff taxes. . , . 

"Untaxed ores, coal, lumber, wool 
and other things must immensely stim- 
ulate production in certain parts of our 
country. The thin edge of American 
manufactures has entered every coun- 
try. With releases from taxes on their 
materials there is no limit to the growth 
of our foreign trade. This will more 
than compensate the home producers of 
raw material, who, tariff or no tariff, 
control all the interior of the country 
f loiu any apprehended lost of markets 
any where along the eeaboard. Ita in- 
calculable advantage to labor ia appar- 
ent. In every great line of maniiiac- 
tures, we can produce in lix months to 
nine months enough for our home 
market. We can get rid of our ■nrpluu 
only by foreign trade. Aa long as we 
have taxes on the materials of uidnstry 
we can not build up that trade, hence 
the other alternatiT* troitl to keep 
down production to the home market. 

"The workingman can aee whether 
his interests are with a •7«t«m that re- 
pressea production and roba him of em- 
ployment or with a system that gives 
natural and healthy play to prodnotion 
and emancipates him from troata and 
Uka oomUnations of caaltal. „, ^ . , 

"Aa to details of the bill. I wiU brief- 
ly recairitQlate the salient chaogea of 
the ieveral aohadulea

tranafwnM to tne ireA list quite a num- 
ber of articles used in manufacturing, 
the most important of which is sul- 
phuric acid, one of the commodities of 
all chemical industrv. The duty on 
MMtOr oil is reduced from 85 to 85 cents 
per gallon. And the duty on linseed 
oU, whfoh was revised to 85 cents by 
the conference committee of the £ic- 
Kinley bill after each house had openly 
voted for a lower duty, we put at 15 
cents a gallon. Pig ^ead being reduced 
from 2 to 1 cent a pound. Lead paints 
are conspicuously reduced. 

"The McKinley bill increased the 
datjron opium prepared for smokine 
to $12 a fiound in the vain hope of 
lessening Its importation. The custom- 
houses' officers on the Pacific coast de- 
clare that thii» increase of duty has 
simply ^aoed it in the hands of smng- 
glan, tM bringing of opiom to the d» 
monlintloa of tha customs service 
and tha loaa of orvr half a million reve- 
nna. The dnty proposed is believed to 
ba oollaotibla, and will put (he traffic 
under goremment control and super- 
vision. 

"In the pottery schedule reductions 
ara made. Plain white wares decreased 
from the high schedule in which it 
mysteriously crowded itself. Decorated 
waia ia reduced from 60 to 4.5 per cent. 
Undaoorated from 56 to 45 per cent. In 
common windowglass, where close com- 
binatlona have kept up the price to con- 
sumers under the scales of duties aver- 
agine 100 per cent a reduction of more 
than one-half has been made in all the 
larger sizes. There is no doubt that 
these rates will permit a very healthy 
growth of the inaustry here. In plate- 
glass reductions are made, the largest 
size from 60 cents to ;<0 cents per 
square foot, on silvered from 60 to nr, 
cents. 

"In the iron and steel schedule we 
begin with free ore. The discovery of 
the immense deposits of Bessemer ores 
in the lake regions and of foundry ores 
in Alabama has rapidly. swejit us to the 
leadership of the world rti the produc- 
tion of iron and steel and brought near 
at hand an undisputed supremacy in 
the great field of manufactures. The 
use of steam shovels reduces the cost of 
mining to a point where the wages 
paid "natural labor" are irrelevant. 
Pig iron we reduce from (i.T", per ton, 
which is from 50 to UO per cent, to a 
uniform duty of '22 1-2 per cent. A rate 
somewhat higher in proportion than 
the rest of the schedule oecause of cheap 
freight rates on foreign pig. it being a 
favorite freight on westward voyages. 

"Steel rails we reduce from 18.44 per 
ton, now 75 per cent, to 25 per cent. 
As the pool wiiich has kept up prices so 
many years 9n this country seems now 
disorganized, the other produciors will 
soon need protection, more against Mr. 
Carnegie at Pittsburg and Mr. Stirling 
at Cldcago than against foreign pro- 
ducers. The residue of the schedule 
VS)riea from si5 to 80 per cent. Beams 
and girders are 85 per cent, because of 
the waste of cutting beatns and the 
variety of lengths and also of the fre- 
quent necessity of changing the rolls in 
making beams and girders, because of 
the irregular quantities and lengths 
and sizes of orders. 

"Tinplates are reduced to 40 percent, 
a little more than one-half of the Mc- 
Kinley rate. This is a revenue duty, 
and at the same time enough to [leriuit 
any existing mills to live and Hounsh. 
Cheaper grades of pcx'ket cutlery ar«* ;!■> 
per cent, higher grades 45. Table cut - 
lery is put at 35 i)er cent. There are very 
substantial reductions from jiref-cnt 
rates, which bring specific reacli in 
some grrt'!e" of jovcket cutlery ■.ic, high 
as 90 per cent, but with releases of 
taxes on raw material, especially ou 
pearl and iTory for handles, aatms 
ample. 

"Both copper ore aiK\ pig copper are 
made free, we boins* larK^ ti.vliorters of 
tho latter and the duty servinjj; only to 
enable the jiroducer to sell higher to 
our people tlinn to foreiguers. Nickle 
is free. Lead ore has a small duty '<f 
per cent. I'lg lead I cent a poutid. 
silver lead or»'s are restored to tlie frei- 
list. 1 'nmanufactured lumber is free. 
Manufactured is put at '25 per rent, 
with the proviso that in any exjiort 
duties or charges on foreign lumber, it 
shall be admitted only at the rataa now 
existing. 

"Sugar has been a diflicult subjeci to 
deal with. Raw sugar was transferreci 
to the free list by the McKinley bill 
because nearly all the taxes paid on it 
went to the public treasury. A strong 
desire among meml>ers of the coiumii- 
teo was to put an ad vahtrem duty of 
i*0 or 2T> per cent on it. and ti i iilioli.sli 
tho bounty at once. .After nnu li con- 
sideration it was decided tt> reiUu'e to 
one-half the duty on refined sugars, 
to rei)eal the bounty one-eight each 
year.- leaving raw aogar vntuad at 

present. 

"In the tobacco schedule, thoat Vatas 
were sought which would bring most 
revenue. The iireseiit taxes of .yf 75 
per pound on wrapper leaf have blot- 
teii many small establishments and ac 
tiially impuiri'd rtiveiiue. Wo make 
the rates ?! and si 75 per pound on 
wrapper 'eaf and :i"> ( tints and -"jO lents 
per pountl on lilh r tobacco unsteimiied 
and stemnied in each. Manufactured 
to''aci i) IS put at 10 cents. Cigars uie 
reducid from ¥4 ">0 per pound and >o 
per cent ad valorem to j>3 per iH)und 
an<l '25 i)er cent. It is l)elieved to be 
the mott productive revenue rata and 
is higher than tho law of lH(i;t. 

"Live animals are put at '20 per cent. 
Barley is reduced from 80 cents per 
bushel to 80 par oaat, which ia about 12 
cents. 

• Breadst ufTs, of which we are im- 
mense exporters, are made free, except 
when imported from countries i)uttiug 
duties on our like products, in which 
case it is '20 per cent. 

"First, vegetables, fruits, eggs and 
like fruit pro<lui ts ar<- untased for the 
benefit of our own consumers, largely 
the working people of the cities. Salt 
in bulk is free; in packages the salt is 
free, but the covering dutiable at ntaa 
prescribed for like articles. 

"The tariff on spirits is nnt at double 
the internal re i:«uuw rates, on Uke snlr- 



its, and some slignt reduction is ina<Ie 
on still wines, malt litjuors, ginger ale 
and like l>everage« in the interest of in- 
creaseil revenue. The dutv on spark- 
ling wines is likewise slightly reduced 
for the same reason that on chainpagne 
being p>it at $7 per dozen ({uarts as 
against .^^ in tlie McKinley bill a:»d $(J 
in the law of INKi. 

"In cotton manufactures 8ul)8tantial 
reductions are made, especially on 
cheap cloths and prints, and the exist- 
ing system of taxing by count of threail 
in the sc^uare inch is retained. Heinii 
and flax ar ■ made free; dressed line of 
hemp and lax 1 and 1 1-2 cents re- 
spectively. Burlaps and cotton and 
grain and bagging are put at 16 per 
cent, but when importea for oovering 
of articles to be exported are duty free. 

"Wool is made free. This takes the 
stilt from under woolen manufactures 
and begets the hope that they ma^* re- 
cover from the languishing condition 
in which they have been for a quarter 
of a century, and that we may get 
woolen goods at reasonable rates in- 
stead of at dutiea that on the common 
grades frequently reach 100 per cent, 
and in cases two or three times that 
merciless figure. 

"Cloths and dry goods are put at 40 
per cent. Clothing at 46 per cent; rates 
higher than the committee desired, but 
deemed temporarily necessary because 
our manufacturers have so long been 
exdndfd from two-thirds of the wool 
of the world 'that they will have the 
art of manufacturing with free wool. 
A sliding ocale is, therefore, added by 
which tl|p . ates in the woolen schedule 
are tp come down five pointa with the 
lapse of five years. 

"Carpets, an indnatry in which we 
will soon be independent of competi- 
tion, are put at 85 per cant for Axmin- 
sters, moqnetta ana Wilton, 80 par cent 
for Brussels. whUa common grades 50 
down to 20 pef cent. The bill provides 
that the duty shall be removed from 
wool on March 1 and reduced on woolen 
goods Jidy 1. 

"In the silk schedule tha reductions 
of rates are smaller than in cotton or 
woolen fabrics. 

"Sole leather is reduced from 10 to 5 
per cent, leather gloves are classified 
accinding to material and length, and 
are uniformly rated at specific duties, 
which average nut over 28 per cent on 
the common varieties and near 40 per 
cent oii the fine lamb and Ud gloves. 

"In the schedule of sundries many 
articles, like hatters' plush are put on 
the free list. The duty on cut dia- 
monds, pearls and other precious stones 
is increased. Works of art are, I am 
delighted to say, put baok on the free 
list. 

"The above ia a rapid summary of 
the chief ohangaa made by the pro- 
posed bill and will give a satisfactory 
idea, I believe, of its general structure. 
It is estimated that ic will reduce 
revenues on the basis of the importa- 
tions of 1802 about $50,000,000. Some- 
thing more on the basis of 1802 with 
an immensely larger decrease of tax 
burdens to the Aemrioan people. 

"The administrative law is repealed 
with a few amendments, snggested by 
experience of ita operanon. J hat law 
was chiefly prepared by Mr. Hewitt 
when he was in congress and the 
changes proposed in our bill are to 
make it more effective, while at the 
same time softening some of the feat- 
ures added by the McKinley bill that 
would treat the business of importing 
as an outlawry, not entitled to the pro' 
tection of the government." 

3f octlag of Um Coiumltt4>«. 
Wasiiunqtoii, Nov. 28.— The meeting 

of the ways and means committee was 
very brief. All the Democratic mem- 
bers were on hand, but the only Kepub- 
lican members present were Ueed, Bur- 
rows, Payne, Hopkins and Dalzell. 

Immediately after the rollcall Chair- 
man Wilson spread the bill before tlie 
committee, and the ch rk instantly 
thereafter supplied it to th(! members 
of the press on the outside. The only 
advance copy furnished was one given 
to the White House messenger a half 
liour previous for transmission to the 
president. 

No business whatoves was transacted 
by the committee. The lieuublican 
nienilwrs were supplied with copies of 
llie bill, a few jocular remarks being 
made, and the committee adjourned to 
give time to the minority to examine 

the measure.

"We wanted io 
find some practical meana of daraiUng 
fallen women. Our object waa to ascer- 
tain what relationship the tobacco and 
liquor habits bear to tlflia unmentionable 
vice which we are aaekint; to cure. If 
we can strike at the root of the disease, 
it will be a cpmparatively easy matter 
to cure the diaeaao itaelf.

Moat of the resorts were like gilded 
peaces and were always accompanied 
by liciuor and tobacco attachments 
where tlio girls indulged as freely as the 
men. I never want to see the like again. 
We were not prompted by morbid curi- 
osity. We were working in the inter- 
ests of social purity, and ony motives 
were of the bigbeet oharabter.

Ru*il 1'.). IHOO, and wu.s marrtMito Dr. Jobn Sbackle- 
(ord, in ><f r iiativu place, oir the 36tta of Decem- 
ber. la^^. 

Mrs. Shackleford was ol a dceplr rellglouH na- 
ture, wliich strouKly manifeatcd Itaelf from her 
rhildhood to old Agp. Kho waa broafht up la 
the I'rcsbyterlan communion, and carried In 
her li(>ttrt tlirnugh all her lift' the iirlrcless tri"a.s- 
uro ol a deep, eulightened. Joyful faith In iiml 
and hlH Son Jckiih (.'hrist, and which nevi-r wiis 
darkened by a shadow of doubt or fear, but only 
grew slrouger as years ailvanicd. Ilcr kciuU'. 
quiet, loving aptrit gave a charm nut only to her 
own life, bat alao to tbe life of her household. 

Home years after ber tnarrtaice. In iiWidteui'i- t<> 
her conviction of truth and the voice of dinv, 
she was baptized and united with the chri^iiiu] 
Church at Maysville. Dr. .Shackleford had been 
baptized some time before. From this time forth, 
piety, love and p«ace, and a supreme devotion 
to the intereata of the cause ol Ood reisoed in 
tbia cbriatlan honaebold. Dr Sbackieford'a 
bonae nru • welcome and a welcomluK home for 
Ood'i people, and marked t>y the hlKnest forms 
ot chriatian hospitality. The btisband was a 
Cbriatlan ganUeman of the bigbeat type, and tbe 
wifs was adorned witb tbe best naoes tbat con- 
■Utnte tme Cbriatlan womanhood. 

It was a real happtncKs to know this excellent 
woman, and ntill more so to (■njoy her Intimate 
aci|UKlntaiic('. especially In her own homo. Hhe 
WHS one of those iireoiouM souls whom we rejoice 
to meet in our pllK'rininKe, who never by motive, 
word ordeed Injure or seek to Injure tbelr fellow- 
beings. The law ol her lite waa lore and kind- 
nea« toward all. And yet she was a woman of 
more than common force In all the traits that 
constitute a uoMo churact«'r. 

In January, 1883, Dr. Shackleford died also at 
Prolenor HhacUeford'i borne at Lexington, at 
the ripe aire of elKbty-fnnr yean. Although not 
of a vlKorous constitution and an iuvalitifora 
loiiy lime, yet .Mr^, slmckU ford rcHchcd the same 
liiKh limit of life. U was Iter hB|>i>ineHs to come 
to the hou.se of (io<l as Iouk us ber feeble streuKth 
allowed her this coveted enjoyment. 

Iler mind remained clear to tbe lust hours of 
ber life. "I am near tbe brluk ami will soon be 
over," were her worda to me, with the accus- 
tomed kind iircssure ol her hand, two days bcj 
fore her death. 

yhu waa burled in the cemetery of Maysville by 
tbe aide of ber bnatNtnd, In the preaence of a 
large conoourae of the people who bad so long 
known her and so Rreatly eesteemed her. 

The live .sons, of whom I'rofi ssor .Slioekleford 
Is the oldest, who now iiio\iru tbe loss of a 
motlier so tenderly loved by them, have great 
reason to thank Uo'd for the gift, inestimable to 
them, of this uniuually long life of such a 
father and such a motber. May the memory and 
tbe bleascd influence of tbia llle be a supreme 
beaediotton to tbeie sonls 1

Deceased was eigty-five years of age,

Born in I.un( a8ter.Ky.,lie 
went to Missouri in 1810, before that sec- 
tion Bad been admitted to the Union as a 
State, und when the settlers were obliged 
to build block houses for protection from 
the Indians. Ueatudied law, was admit- 
ted to the bar and practiced his profe.s- 
sion tor many years, until be retired 
about fifteen years ago to tbe quiet 11 'e of 
tlie country, giving hia attention to the 
management of a largo fanii which he 
owned. He was a man of sterling qual- 
ities, of good family and a citisen alwaj^s 
actively Interested in the welfare of his 
State. Hia remains were takeh to Mis- 
souri for burial. 

Judge Heard was alwars an enthusias- 
tic Democrat His tether voted for 
Thomas Jefferson for President of the 
United States, and his own first vote was 
cast for Andrew Jackson. His po- 
litical belief was adhered tt) by his sons, 
one of them, Hon. John T. Heard, hav- 
ing served with distinction for five terms 
aa the Kepresent^itive of the Sedalia dis- 
tri<;t, lieing at present Chairman of the 
Committee on the District of Columbia.
